Profits Paid to 
Its Own Officials 
Wrecked Frisco 


Continued From Pace One. 
Commerce Commission closed the public 
hearing in St. Louls Thursday. The 
commission has had experts examining 
the books of the Frisco for several 
months. All the facta developed at the 
public hearing, together with the facts 
obtained by experts, will be laid before 
Congress in response to @ resolution 
directing the commission to investigate 
the Frisco failure. 

Chairman Clark will return to Wash- 
ington to confer with other members 
of the commission. The report will be 
vent to Congress about the middle of 
December. The report may consist mere- 
ly of a statement of the facts disclosed 
by the investigation, or the commission 
may analyze the facts for Congress. 

Chairman Clark Thursday reecived 
from the St. Louis Union Trust Co. a 
list of the 99 members of the St. Louis, 
Brownsville & Mexico Railway syndi- 
cate, who made a profit of $3,000,000 by 
promoting and building the road and 
selling it to the Frisco. The total sub- 
scriptions to the syndicate were $3,980,- 
999.20, the average rate of profit to each 
shareholder being 76 per cent. Yoakum 
and some of the promoters who were 
members of an inner syndicate of thy 
syndicate of 99 made a much larger 
profit. 


Donated Land Was Sold. 

It was brought out that greni 
tracts of land and other property in 
Texas were donated to the syndicate 
for the benefit of the railroad. From 
the sale of these lands the promoters, 
according to the statements read anc 
introduced into the record, made a 
profit of $900,000. Im the opinion of 
the commission, the proceeds of the 
lands and other donated property 
should have gone to the railroad, in- 
stead of to the syndicate promoters, 
and eventually shoald have become 
the property of the Friaco. 

The last Yoakum déal investigated by 
the commission before the~adjournment 
was the promotion of the New Orleans, 
Texas & Mexico Ratlway, out of which 


Yoakum and his aégsociates made 4 
profit of $375,000. This road was built 
in 190 by the Guif Construction Co., 
which Yoakum organized and financed 
in New York and Boston. When the 
road was completed it was turned over 
to the Frisco, and Yoakum and his as- 
sociates took their profits. 

Thé promoters made a profit of $630,000 
out of the St. Louis & Oklahoma City 
Rallway, sold to the *risco, their in- 
vestment being only $1,000,000, and their 
rate of profit 65 per cent: On the St. 
Lovis, Oklahoma & Southern they made 
@ profit of $719,000. Thé sale of the St. 
Louis & Gulf Railway to the Frisco 
netted the promotérs $1,393,000, while 
$369,000 was made by promoters of the 
Oklahoma & Western Railway. 

Frisco offictals, according to the 
evidence, were personally tnterested 
in neatly all the branch roads sold to 


\the Frisco. Many of them were <on-

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NEW YORK SUCCESS 


WITH MELODRAMA 


“At Bay” by ‘i Gagieite Scarbor- 
ough Best Example of Its Class 
on Metropolitan Stage.

The Post-Dispatch dramatic oritic 
who ie in New York to review new 
ow YORK, Nov. 2i-—When a 

melodrama happily’ chances to be a 
good melodrama it is well worth 
while as worthy cntertainment In the 
theater, because @ strong story of 
human passion and the stormier vic- 
issitudes of life 1s the very hackbone 
of effective play-making ‘hat is in- 
tended to arouse and hold the vital 
interest of lovers Of the play. 

“At Bay,” thé work of Geerge Scar- 
borough, a new member of the young- 
er school of American dramatists, 
which I have just seen at the Thirty- 
ninth Street Theater, is a good melo- 
drama, the best example of its class, 
perhaps, now on the metropolitan 
stare, and, as a result, it is playing 
to crowded holises at every perform- 
ance. Its plot is shrewdly conceived. 
4ts construction is: admirable. The 
natural sequence of its biovud-quick- 
ening events is sq shaped -hat one is 
genuinely absorbed in the "progress 
of the play’s swift action. Its sur- 
prises are keenly relish:i for the 
cleverness of their devising. Its big 
climax is smashingly acc*mplished. 
Its denouement is delightfully un- 
expected and satisfying. Finaly, too, 
it is convincingly played »y a com- 
pany of which Guy, Standing and 
Chrystal Herne are the leadirg play- 
ers. 

Standing Well Placed in Role. 

Guy Standing is particularity well 
placed in the role of Capt. Lawrence 
Holbrook, the melodfama’s dashing 
hero, as loveable a type of the young 
Irish gentleman-daredevil as has 
been seen across the fovtlights in 
many a long year and Standirig is now 
winning New York latrels to a de- 
gree even surpassing his memorable 
achievement as “Handsome Charley” 
Steele in the dramatizea version of 
Sir Gilbert Parker’s powerful novel, 
“The Right of Way,” in which he 
was jointly’ starred with Theodore 
Roberts as Joe Purtugais about five 
seasons ago. 

The part seems to fit Stanilng like 
a glove and he plays it with a zest- 
ful bravado and audacious gayety of 
mood and reckless defiance of fate’s 
testing of its manly meft's which 
makes it irresistibly appealing to its 
rapturously applauding audiences. 

This Capt. “Larry’’ Holbrook, soldier 
of fortune, free-lance- filibuster, volun- 
teer for active “service in every revolu- 
tion for liberty’s sake that happens to 
come within. his ken, is in love with 
Aline Graham, daughter of Gordon Gra- 
ham, United States District Attorney at 
Washington, D. C., but his suit is in- 
flexibly opposed by Graham because of 
his roving proclivities, and at first, his 
unknown antecedents and condition in 
life. 

Girl Returns Captain’s Love. 

But it is early made apparent that 

Aline loves him and that, knowing this, 
the ardent young Irish officer will never 
permit such a thing as an age-chilled 
father’s opposition to rob him of the 
only woman whom he has ever wanted 
as a wife. 
‘ It so chances that both Holbrook and 
the girl are entangled in the web woven 
by Judson Flagg, a‘ blackmailing law- 
yer, for the fleecing of luckless men 
and women whose lives contain secrets 
which they wish to keep hidden from 
the world. Capt. Holbrook’s contact 
with the blackmailer arises merely- from 
nis loyal solicitude forga friend’s wel- 
fare. But the plight of Aline Graham is 
far more menacing. 

Several years before the play's action 
opens, while still a foolish and senti- 


‘imental girl at a Georgtown boarding 


school, she had eloped with an adven- 
turer who subsequently abandoned her. 
Flagg, the blackmailer, now is in pos- 
session of a letter written by Aline to 
this man, evidently in answer to one 
from him telling her that she had béen 
made the victim of a mock marriage 
and, therefore, is not his lawful wedded 
wife. Aline’s own letter is full of plead- 
ing for the righting of this shameful 
wrong and is damning in its confession 
of the disgrace which has fallen upon 
her. 


Girl Stabs, Kills Biackmailer. 

Compelled, by threats of exposure, to 
visit the blackmailer in his own apart- 
ments, and unable to meet his demand 
tor. hush money, the girl is subjected 
to an insulting proposal, born of Flagg’s 
sudden passion, aroused by her beauty 
and helplessness. She repulses him. He 
seizes hér in his arms. In the struggle 
that ensues she attempts to destroy 
the ‘incriminating letter, still held in 
her hands after Flagg' had given it to 
her to prove its authenticity. The man 
grasps her by the throat and is choking 
her into insensibility. Her right. hand, 
thrown out across his table-desk, closes 
on a long and sharp-pointed paper file, 

a veritable stiletto. 

In another moment she has stabbed 
Judson Flagg in the breast. with this 
weapon. He falls across the desk. 

‘The girl turns to escape, but even as 
she does so, the dying blackmailer 
touches an electric button on his desk 
and a concealed camera takes a flash- 
light photograph of Aline Graham in 
the very scene that ends with Judson 
Flags’s ‘death and her flight, her visit

WidmiNaree Nov. 21.—The Senate 
Committee op Banking and Currency has 
added two more days to the long series 
of delays placed in the way of action 
on the administration banking and cur- 
rency bill. 

A week ago the Democratic wing of 
the committee announced that it was 
prepared to place its report before the 
Senate. The Republicans asked for 
more time. A meeting was scheduled for 
yesterday so that ‘thre bill might be 
placed before the Senate in the after- 
noon. The Republicans announced that 
their draft of the bill was ready but 
Senator O’Gorman offered a motion pro- 
viding for further conference between 
the two factions so that the n@nessen- 
tials might be agreed upon before the 


bill went to the Senate. The motion was 


heaten by a\vote of seven to five. Sen- 
ator O’Gorman then moved that the two 


factions lay their reports before-the Sen-}- 


ate immediately. This motion was beat- 
en by the same vote, , 

Senator Hitchcock,’ the Democrat who 
is voting with the Republicans, moved 
that the reports be" presented to the 
Senate on Saturday. This motion was 
carried and the Demccrats met immedi- 
ately thereafter for the purpose of 
making some mecre changes in their 
copy of the bill. 

Few Senators at Capital. 

There will be five working days in the 
Senate next week and -then the session 
Will end. Thege five days are not ex+ 
pected to be devoted to serious discus- 
gion of ‘thé bill if the committee reports 
the bill when scheduled. There are few 
Senators in Washington now and fewer 
are expected here next week. 

The first week of the next session will 
be consumed in debate on the Hetch- 
Hetchy water grant. The following 
Monday has been set aside for the be- 
ginning of consideration of the Alaska 
railroad bill, and it is probable the de- 
tate on this will continue until the 
(‘hristmas holidays. 

There is a growing conviction about 
the Senate that the. currency bill will 
not be considered seriously until Jan- 
vary and that the debate will last for 
about six weeks, putting off passage 
until about the first of March. The 
consensus of opinion about the Senate 
today was that a caucus would not ac- 
celerate action on the bill, but tend to 

retard a final vote. 

If a caucus is called it probably will 
take from one to two weeks. 


President Wilson’s plans for action |. 


on the bill at this session have been 
checkmated by members of his own 
party. Senator Hitchcoék of Nebraska 
is held directly responsible for the tan- 
gle, but it is generally conceded that he 
would not ‘have succeeded without the 
assistance of’ Senator,O’Gorman ef New 
York and Senator Reed of Bfisapurt.

Mrs. Agnes Pleasants of 430 East 184th 
street, operated on Wednesday night by jf 
Dr. Alexander Nicoll of 51 West Fifty- 
eighth street, was reported “improving 
last night. 

The operations performed on the two 
patients differ somewhat. Dr. Thomas 
performed what surgeons know 45 
“Edebohl's operation,’’ but on a theory 
which he believes new in dealing with 
bichloride poisoning. Dr. Nicoll con 
tends that his operation is new. Both 
aim at the same result—to relieve the 
kidneys. 7 

As far as hospital records show, the 
operation Wednesday night was the 
third to be performed in New York for 
mercurial poisoning. -The first Was at 
Bellevue three months ago on a woman, 
who subsequently died. 


Method Used for First Time, 
Dr. Nicoll, professor of surgery in 


Fordham College, has devised the new 
operation, which differs radically from 
“Edebohi’s.’” He used his method for 
the first time in the case of Mrs. Pleas- 
ants. Dr. Nicoll cut into each kidney 
and inserted a small tube. Through 
these tubes flows a salt solution at body 
temperature. This solution washes into 
the kidneys and is discharged by the 
natural outlets of the organs. 

Dr. Nicoll contends that the circula- 
tion of salt water, which will .bé con- 
tinued upon Mrs. Pleasants, will flush 
out whatever poison there is in her kid- 
neys and so dilute it that there will be 
no danger of reabsorption in the blad- 
der. 

Dr. Nicoll does not think that “Edo- 
bohl’s. operation’’ would be effective, 
where the patient has taken a larg3 
dose of the poison, although he consgid- 
ers it valuable in cases where the 
poisoning is not profound.

Archbishop Glennon Doubts 


Whether Pontiff Issued Formal 
Decree Against Dance. 


Three of the younger unmarried mem- 
bers of the.

Schmidt said a number of 
the offenders hed made apologies, and 
that other who might decide to apolo- 
gize would be let off with a reprimand. 

He said the name of the young men 
expelled would not be made public. “It 
is bad enough to have to expel them,” 
he said, ‘without giving their names.” 
He seemed to think the moral effect of 
the expulsions would be sufficient, with- 
out general publicity. 

The older members of the Liederkranz 
were much scandalized_ by the 
insistence of the younger ones on danc- 
At 
the ball Nov. 1 the management did 
nearly everything except to turn the 
hose on the offenders. A spotlight was 
trained on them without effect, and the 
Pmusic was stopped repeatedly, destroy- 
ing the enjoyment of the evening for 
the other dancers.

ARCHBISHOP DOES 
NOT BELIEVE POPE 
- RULED ON 1ANGO 


Fhinks Pontiff Is Opposed to 
}f Dance, but Doubts He Issued 
Formal Letter. 


Archbishop Glennon said Friday that 
he doubted the accuracy of news cable- 
grams from Rome, stating that Pope 
Pius X had issued a condemnation of the 
tango. The dispatches said that the rul- 
ing had been called forth by the inqui- 
ries of severel Bishops, and that these 
‘Bishops had been told to instruct priests 
to refuse absolution to persons who 
dance the tango. 

“Pergsonally,’’ said the Archbishop, ‘‘I 
am convinced that the tango and some 
of the other recent dances are unworthy 
of people who wish to observe the 
established decencies of life. I would 
not be suprised to know that the Holy 
Father regards the matter in the same 
way, or that he has expressed himself, 
in conversation, to that effect. But I 
very seriously doubt whether his ob- 
jection has been placed in the form of 
an official act of the Holy See. 

‘“An encyclical, or pastoral letter, on 
this subject might not have the desired 
effect, for the reason that, as soon as 
the tango is formally condemned, its 
name can be changed and its indecency 
retained under some new name. 

“The church deals, in a broad. way, 
with matters of morality and decency. 
These have their well defined and estab- 
lished limits, and all the glamour of so0- 
ciety and all the gold of empire cannot 
change them. 

“T think it Hkely that the Holy Fa- 
ther has said something, in an informal 
Way, to Bishops or others, regardirg 
the tango, or that ‘the matter has been 
discussed by some of the clergy at- 
tending him, and that this forms what- 
ever basis of fact this dispatch may 
have.

HOUCHIN DRIVING A BARGAIN. 
Prison Contractor J. A. Houchin evidently 
knows the sort of officials with whom he has to 
deal in Missouri. Over in West Virginia he pays 
85 cents a day for the labor of each convict. In 
Missouri he now pays but a ridiculous 70 cents. 
Under a new contract, to begin Jan. 1, he offers 
but 75 cents, shrewdly figuring that the 85-cent 
demand will not be forcibly pressed. He even 
refuses to compromise at 80 cents. : 
The better conditions prevalent in a. well-con- 
ducted prison under adequate, efficient manage- 
ment probably make the labor of convicts worth 
more than under the conditions prevalent in Mis- 
souri’s prison. However, it is to be suspected 
that the difference between the 75 cents offéred 
here and the 13 per cent more actually paid in 
the other state is due to a difference in the ca- 
pacity of the two sets of officials to reach ad- 
vantageous business arrangements. 

The public will watch interestedly to see 
whether Mr. Houchin or the prison authorities 
get the-bdetter of it in the present bargaining. Not 
a cent less than 85 cents should be considered.

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Missouri Penitentiary, the largest pen- 
itentiary in the United States. About 
1640 of the inmates are employed on 
contract work, such as making overalls. 
shoes, saddle trees, etc. 

The amount of work which each con- 
vict should do has been previously ¢s- 
timated by the old Board of Prison 
Inspectors, and has not been changed 
by’ this. board. That the socalled 


that out of 1640 inmates employed on 
the contract, they do not average eight 
per day for punishment for failure to 
perform their work. If the ‘‘tasks’’ were 
heavy it is reasonably certain that more 
than eight would be unable to do. their 
work. Those working on contract.work 
eight hours per day. and more than 
half of them are easily able to do one 
or two hours extra work of their own 
: A careful investigation will 
ascertain that the “‘tasks’’ now provided 
for in the Missouri Penitentiary are 
exceedingly light. 

Prison Labor up to Legislature. 
The, Legislature of 1911 ed an act 
abolishing convict labor. 1913; the 
Legigiature of 1913 passed another act 
reinstating contract labor’ for a period 
of two years and directed the Prison 
(nspectors to enter into such @ contract 
with contractors. The Prisen Inspectors 
have nothing to do with this, as the 
matter ig determined by the Legisla- 
ture, and he inspectors simply act in 


‘lan administrative capacity and carry 
Wout the directions of the Legislature. 


Prisoners who refuse to perform 
their duties in the Penitentiary arv 
punished either by the “rings” or by 
privileges being taken from them. In 
as much as a great deal has been said 
of the cruel and barbarous treatment 
by means of the “rings,” we would 
like to state just what this means. 
If a prisoner assaults another, strikes 
a guard, carries whisky or “dope” in- 
to the Penitentiary or refuses, with- 
out any reason, to perform his work, 
he is taken to a cell and kis. arms 
suspended about 6 inches above his 


head and his wrists placed in “rings,” 


and in this position he is compelled 
to stand up until released. When he 
satisfies the authorities that. he is 
going to do better he is released. 
This punishment is by no means 
gevere, as the prisoner can move 
around, lean against the wall, etc. 
It might be well to state that thi3 
particular form of punishment is used 
in more than half of the penitentia.- 
ries in the United States. It ig not 
true, as stated in some sensational 
papers, that the prisoners are com- 
pelled to stand on their toes. The 
prisoners are well fed and are re- 
leased at night. 

Two Men “Slightly Whipped.” 
Whipping has been practically s«bol- 
ished in this prigon for. several years. 
Only on one or two occasions has any 
one been whipped in years, and they 


| were in the most severe and aggravated 


cases, Which could not be dealt with 
in any other way; and then the whip- 
ping was so slight that it did not punisn. 
Two very desperate negr>es broke ranks 
just as the prisoners were entering the 
dining room, and at a very critical 
time, and started to cut each other 
with knives. Inasmuch as all of 
the prisoners were then in line, this 
looked like an insurrection or outbreak, 
and one was only just averted. These 
j} two men were slightly whipped. The 
| prison authorities thought if they did 
not thus discipline these two men, an 
outbreak might occur/in ‘the lines at 
any time and many of the guards 
would be killed. While there are 20 
prisoners in the penitentiary, there are 
only about 100 guards, so that if an 
uprising should occur every guard would 
be killed. 

The prison authorities: are humane 
and conscientious, and {it hurts them 
es much to discipline the men as it 
does the men. But what else can they
